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Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of sec- 
tion 23 of the said Act, the Central Government, after consultation with the Cen¬ 
tral Committee for Food Standards, hereby makes the following rules further to 
amend the Prevention of Food Adulteration Buies, 1955, namely:— 

Rules 

1 (i) These rules may be called the Prevention ' of Food Adulteration (Fourth 
Amendment) Buies, 1077, 

(n) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official - 
Gazette 

2. In the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955,— 

(i) After rule 42 (N), the following shall be inserted, namely:— 

“(O) Every package containing an admixture of palmolein with groundnut 
oil shall carry the following label, namely.— 


BLEND OF PALMOLEIN AND GROUNDNUT OIL 

PALMOLEIN.Percent 

GROUNDNUT OIL.Percent 


(ii) In rule 44, after the existing proviso, the following shall be Inserted, 
namely:— 

“Provided also that the prohibition in clause (e) shall remain inoperative for a 
period of three months from the date of commencement of the Prevention of Food 
Adulteration (Fourth Amendment) Rules, 1977 in respect of admixture of pal¬ 
molein with groundnut oil, where,—* 

(i) the proportion of groundnut oil m the admixture is not less than ten , 
percent by weight; 

(il) the admixture is processed and sold by the Department of Civil Sup¬ 
plies, Government of India or their authorised agents, and 
(lil) the palmolein and the groundnut oil In the admixture conform to the 
specifications laid down in the rules/'
